thedral City and other localized 
spots in th e^ o ach ella valley. 
In addition to this program the 
associates have contacted most of 
the formal organizations of the 
county to obtain endorsement of 
the program to regulate industry 
in Riverside county. 


IN THE MEANTIME, William 
SI ape, one of the three supervis­ 
ors who overrode the recommen­

Nursery, of two dollars per foot 
per tree and plans were mapped 
to start the program this month. 
Figures quoted would include 
the trees and hauling to sites of 
planting of the 308 trees to be 
spotted between Alejo and R a­ 
mon road, m aking the total tree 
cost approximately $12,000, on 
the basis of 20-foot trees, as pre­ 
viously figured in early esti­ 
mates. 
The city m anager figured that 
the estimated cost of labor and

When asked how soon the pro­ 
gram could get started he re­ 
plied

Councilwoman Ruth Hardy re.

at which time Stewart Williams, 
head of the Iree planting com­ 
mittee would be back in town. He 
is said to be in Los Angeles at 
the present time.

Mrs. Romalda Taylor, 


Here 52 Years, Dies 


After Long Illness 


Passing of one of the pioneers 
of Palm Springs was noted this 
week with the death of Mrs. 
Romalda Lugo Taylor, 68, at the 
Community hospital where she 
had been confined for the past 
nine months with a lingering ill­ 
ness. Death occurred at 4:30 a. m. 
Tuesday, June 14. 
Born at Coachella Feb. 7, 1881. 
Mrs. Taylor had lived in the area 
all her life and had resided at 
her trailer camp, the first in the 
Village, at 601 East Andreas, now 
called the Desert Trailer Haven, 
for the last 52 years. 


A WIDOW for several years, 
Mrs. Taylor had a host of friends, 
both Indian and white, and was 
one of the most-loved of the local 
group. She had worked for Mrs. 
Nellie Coffman in the early days 
of settling the town, and w as a 
potent figure in Indian and civic 
affairs in the Village. During the 
past seven years, however, her 
health had deteriorated to the 
extent that she had been forced 
to give up active work at her 
place of business and in civic 
help to the Indians. Bedridden 
for the past five years, her estate 
and holdings have been under 
the administration of Wally and 
V i r g i n i a W aring who were 
named executors of the estate by | 
her. Her holdings were placed in 
the care of the Security Title and 
Trust of Los Angeles under the 
d i r e c t i o n of Attorney Oliver 
Clark, now in W ashington In an 
attem pt to complete legislation 
on Indian affairs in the local res­ 
ervation, a movement which Mrs. 
Taylor strongly advocated and in 
which she took an active interest. 


HER FATHER was Juan Lugo, 
originally of Banning, and her 
mother was Polynaira Patencio of 
the

family.

leaves one daughter. Lorene Wei-

grandchildren.

During Summer 


A term in the city's agree­ 
ment with the Duncan Meter 
company, manufacturers and 
installers of the parking meters 
on Village streets, m ay make 
enforcement necessary daring 
the Summer in the heaviest- 
trafficked parts of town, city 
council was informed W ednes­ 
day night. 
Councilman 
Gordon 
Feek- 
ings. chairman of the safety 
committee under whose juris­ 
diction the m e t e r s are en ­ 
forced, said there was a clause 
in the city's contract for pur­ 
chase of the meters calling for 
a minim um guarantee of two 
dollars per meter per month to 
the company in the payment 
for the "slot machines.” Ordi­ 
narily one half of the "take” 
goes to Ihe city, the other half 
to the company towards the 
eventual paying off of the de­ 
vices. 
One of the alternatives of 


non payment of the minimum 
amount is the reclaiming and 
removal of the machines by 
the company, Feekings said. 
Council accepted the recom­ 
mendations of the committee 
head to enforce parking from 
now on until Sept. 1 along 
Palm 
C a n y o n 
drive 
from 
Amado to Arenas; along Indian 
avenue from Andreas to Tah- 
quitz and on the two cross

Action is expected In July on 
the application of Southwest Air­ 
ways to set up feeder Unes In 
Riverside county including Palm 
Springs. 
The application has been b e ­ 
fore the Civil Aeronautics A u­ 
thority for several m onths and a 
hearing was held late last year 
in which Palm Springs civic of­ 
ficials testified on behalf of the 
airline seeking to serve the Vil­ 
lage along with other desert com ­ 
munities. Chief opposition at the 
hearing came from the post of­ 
fice department. 
M ayor Charles Farrell and As­ 
sistant City Attorney Warren E. 
Slaughter appeared at the pre­ 
lim inary hearing of the com­ 
pany's plea to serve this area, 
held in Washington early in De­ 
cember. They testified on behalf 
of Southwest Airways application 
to serve Palm Springs. 
Southwest Airways plans to 
establish a twice-a-day service 
to Palm Springs and El Centro 
in the desert area linking this 
city with Los Angeles and Phoe­ 
nix for speedier service.

ARCHITECTURAL AWARDS were made by the American 
Institute of Architecture last week for the design of two 
structures in Palm Springs. William Cody of Palm Springs 
won an award in the resort hotel class for the design of 
the Hotel del Marcos on Baristo road. In the residential 
class. Architect Neura was honored by his fellow crafts­ 
men for the Edgar J. Kaufman home—one of the most- 
photographed homes to be built in the west since the war. 
Both of ihese structures have brought a great deal of 
attention to Palm Springs building progress, along with 
the Tennis Club which has also received nation-wide a t­ 
tention for its unique design. Congratulations to these a r­ 
chitects for winning two of seven awards for the finest 
accomplishments over a period of three years. 


INTERESTING TRAMWAY specifications were revealed 
this week by Mr. Gordon Bannerman, chief engineer rep­ 
resenting the three companies which will join in bidding 
on the project. The ascent will be made in two stages of 
about 3000 feet apiece. Each step will be made in about 
five minutes which, with four minutes for the transfer, 
will make only fourteen minutes for the trip to San J a ­ 
cinto. The climb is about 30 per cent. There will be two 
cars on each of the two sections, two going up and two 
down at the same time. They will hold 54 persons, most 
of whom will stand for the trip. The huge cables on which 
the cars run will weigh about 35 tons each and will be pre­ 
fabricated in the east. They will be shipped to Los Angeles 
by boat via the Panam a Canal and hauled to the site on 
giant auto trailers. The task of stringing the cables over 
the rocky terrain w ithout damage will be one of the m ost 
difficult, operations in the construction of the tram w ay. 
They will hang on ten towers about 280 feet from the 
ground at the tow er sites. 
A small tram w ay for hauling supplies for construction 
from the bottom up will be built first. It will have a ca­ 
pacity of two tons. Not more than about 125 men can work 
on the project at one time; camps will be established a t 
the top, midway point and bottom. It is expected th a t the 
job will take about two years to complete. 
Construction will start Jan uary 1, 1950, if the bonds 
are sold to provide the funds. The engineers will have 
their estimates completed by A ugust 1st at which time 
the three companies will subm it a firm bid. The Tramway 
A uthority will then offer the bonds in the amount needed

M ackey’s letter set forth that 
his office m akes investigations 
only to determ ine if crim e has 
been com m itted and no reports 
of such investigations would be 
given supervisors or any other 
non-law -enforcem ent agencies.

"If any m em ber of the board 
knows of any crim e th a t has 
been com m itted, please furnish 
the inform ation to this office as 
soon as possible so th at we w ill 
have som e basis on w hich to 
start an investigation," M ackey 
told the board. 
No further action w as taken. 


IN THE MEANTIME, another 
investigation in the controversial 
case loomed with the cem ent bloc 
the target. 
D istrict Attorney M ackey w as 
asked by C hairm an Floyd G il­ 
more of county supervisors to in ­ 
vestigate charges th at Hill had 
used county funds to dissem inate 
political 
propaganda to new s­ 
papers. 
His action followed receipt of 
a com m unication from Ole Nord- 
land, publisher of the Indio Date 
Palm, in which N ordland said 
Supervisor Ed Hiil used county 
funds for postage, county em ­ 
ployees' tim e and county' sta tio n ­ 
ary to "foist" a supervisorial re s­ 
olution off on newspapers. 


THE RESOLUTION in question, 
a copy of w hich w as received by 
The Desert Sun as well as all 
papers in the county, w as one 
introduced by Hill last week pro­ 
claim ing th a t the G uiberson re 
m ent p lan t near Talm Springs 
w ill not harm “society, air, land 
or w ater.” th at the first concern 
of supervisors should be for the 
county’s unem ployed, th at G u i­ 
berson h as vested rights, th at the 
supervisors had been attacked by 
the poison pen of innuendo" and 
calling for an election on the 
issue. Supervisors Jam es Easley 
and Floyd Gilmore voted ag ain st 
it. 
N ordland said he got the reso­ 
lution in an envelope addressed 
to som eone who had not been 
publisher of the D ate Palm for 
two years. 


NORDLAND SAID it show ed 
"gross ignorance" on Hill’s p art 
and w ent to prove th e contention 
th at "three m em bers of the board 
of supervisors are not interested 
enough in the Coachella V alley 
and Indio to know who its p u b ­ 
lishers are.” 
Furtherm ore, 
Nordland 
said. 
Hill’s resolution had nothing to 
do w ith official supervisorial a c ­ 
tion and cam e as anticlim atic to 
Slape's resolution w hich official­ 
ly called for the election. 
"C onsidering the source, I m ove 
th at we ignore it," said Super­ 
visor W illiam Jones. 


BUT GILMORE said he w ould 
order M ackey to investigate any 
irregularity the letter charged.

a can of 
household cleaner in a trash fire 
behind his home exploded, b u rn ­ 
ing his bod}', arm an d face se­ 
verely. 


IN CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL in 
Los Angeles, M ichael is still u n ­ 
dergoing the necessary surgery 
in a long chance to save his eye­ 
sight. According to the father the 
eyelids w ere a l m o s t entirely 
burned aw ay by the chem ical 
cleaner. Most of the burned por­ 
tions of the boy’s body has been 
attended to by skin g rafts such 
as are show n in current Life 
m agazine of another boy—also 


nam ed M ichael—w ith solid skin 
g ra fts placed over each eye in an 
attem p t to protect the corneas. 
Y esterday an operation w as 
scheduled to slit each of the two 
g ra fts to insert contact lenses by 
w hich the m edical staff could 
observe the conditions of the 
eyes. 
And although there is only a 
slim chance of the eyesight being 
restored th e father stresses th a t 
there is at least th is sm all hope 
to w hich the fam ily is ten aci­ 
ously holding. 


THE "THANK YOU" letter w as 
brought in because “everyone's 
been so w onderful and in most 
instances we don't even know 
who they are.” Most of the d ona­ 
tions for easing M ichael’s con­ 
finem ent—probably to last for 
at least another y ear—have been 
sent anonym ously to the fam ily 
by persons interested in the five- 
year-old's plight. 
In the m eantim e. Yale said, the 
hospital technicians have done 
w onders w ith M ichael and have 
adm inistered everything possible 
for w hat is hoped to be eventual 
eyesight, and total repair of the 
other injured 
portions of the 
little lad's body.

Rock Formations No More 
Problem in Well Drilling

Formerly with Ralph Young, 
Mizysak who did the Indio bank 
job and more recently the Strebe 
building offices, will be super­ 
intendent of all outside general 
construction while Seller will 
continue as an expert pool 
builder. 


After ten years of ex­ 
perimenting, equipm ent 
has b e e n devised by 
F. W, Merrifield and 
G. W. Carl w h e r e b y 
r o c k form ations are 
elim inated as a prob­ 
lem in drilling w ater 
wells. These two men 
operate the Merrifield 
W ater Developing com­ 
pany on Highway 99 
eight miles south of 
Indio. A device has 
been added to their 
drilling rig that will 
apply 15,000 pounds of 
pressure on the drill 
bit to greatly aid in 
drilling through rock 
form ations w h e n en­ 
countered. 
The men say they 
can drill a well at the 
rate of 44 feet per hour, 
often being able to drill 
a w ell and set the 12-inch casing 
in one day. 
To dem onstrate the rock drill­ 
ing quality of their machine, 
Merrifield and Carl hurried a 
boulder weighing 6000 pounds a 
little below the surface of the 
ground and drilled a 12-inch 
hole through it in three and a 
half hours. It was then hauled 
out of the ground so the dem on­ 
stration could be viewed by m o­ 
torists passing along highway 99 
in front of their establishm ent. 
Another feature of the device, 
the inventors say, is that it will 
start drilling through rock for­ 
m ations at the surface which is 
not possible wdth ordinary w ater 
drilling equipm ent.

With work starting Jan 1 from 
the lower term inal site at the 
top end of Chino canyon (2200 
feet elevation) it is the plan to 
continue upward until the upper 
levels are accessible, probably in 
March, he advised. 


ADDITIONAL DETAILS of the 
structure were also made avail­ 
able by the engineer.

sengers’ ride, when completed, 
will be slightly over 12.000 feet 
with a 6000-foot rise in elevation 
from the Valley station to the 
Mountain station. 
From the main Highway 111 
up Chino canyon to the Valley 
station I here will be quite a rise 
in elevation, Bannerman said. 
The trip will be slightly over 
four and a half miles by road 
with a climb from approxim ately 
-100 feet elevation to 2200 feet at 
the base of the structure. 
Despite all the discussions of 
the new vistas in W inter sports 
to be opened by the construction 
of the project, which is heralded 
as one of the new Wonders of 
the World, Bannerm an felt that 
the 
scenic 
possibilities 
would 
surpass all other considerations 
of the engineering feat. He said 
that at one point near the inter­ 
mediate terminal, a yodel will 
reverberate for seven echoes in 
the cavernous canyons. 


COLOR PICTURES have been 
m ade of the changing scenery 
along the tram w ay route and he 
said this gives a much better 
clear-cut delineation of the con­ 
trasts of the many-faceted views 
on the trip.

Highlights on Indian Land 
Bills Now Before Congress 


In response to numerous re­ 
quests for the basic points of the 
two sides of the Indian contro­ 
versy now on at W ashington 
(with local representation at 
this moment by City Attorney 
Roy Colegate and Councilman 
Florian Bovd) the Desert Sun 
herewith presents the highlights 
of the bill as presented by Con­ 
gressman John Phillips and of 
the substitute legislation as pro­ 
posed by Attorney Oliver Clark 
on behalf of the local Indian 
council. 
Highlights of the Phillips bill, 
H.R- 4616, are as follows: 
"SECTION TWO: Thp Secretary 
of the Interior is authorized to 
¿ ¿ scrib e z o n i n g regulations 
^ J .c h shall be applicable on all 
lands on the Agua Caliente In­ 
dian Reservation. 
SECTION THREE: The Secre­ 
tary of the Interior is hereby 
authorized in his discretion to 
appoint a Board of Trustees to 
m anage the lands held in trnst 
by the United States on the . . . 
reservation whether unallotted 
or allotted in severalty including 
the Indian owned improvements 
located thereon under the pro­ 
visions- of this Act hereinafter 
set forth. 
SECTION FOUR: The Secretary 
of the Interior or Board of Trus­ 
tees appointed by him under sec­ 
tion Three of this act. shall have 
authority to lease for purposes 
not otherwise prohibited by law 
unallotted lands, fb) allot- 
lands of an allottee who is 
Determined not to be qualified 
to pass upon the terms of the 
lease under regulations pre­ 
scribed by the Secretary of the 
Interior, (c) allotted lands of an 
allottee who is determined to be 
qualified under regulations pre­ 
sc r ib e d by the Secretary ot the 
Interior to pass upon the terms 
of the lease provided the consent 
in writing of the allottee to said 
lease is obtained, (d) allotted 
. lands of deceased Indians when 


* the heirs or devisees of the de­ 
cedent have not been determined, 
and (e) allotted lands of de­ 
ceased Indians when the heirs 
or devisees of the decedent have 
been determined and such lands 
are not in use by any of the heirs 
w ith the consent in writing of 
such heirs or devisees or without 
such consent if the heirs have 
not been able, during a three 
m onths’ period, to agree upon a 
lease by common reason of the 
number of the heirs, their ab­ 
sences from the Reservation or 
for other cause. 
SECTION FIVE: All leases up­ 
on this Act shall be for a term 
not to exceed twenty-five (25) 
years but m ay include provis­ 
ions authorizing their renewal 
for an additional term not to ex ­ 
ceed twenty-five (25) years, up­ 
on such terms as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by the Secretary of the 
Interior. . . . 
SECTION SIX: The Secretary 
of the Interior . . . m ay sell un­ 
allotted land and may author­ 
ize the issuance of a patent in 
fee to the purchaser, provided 
that any such sale shall not be 
m ade by such Board of Trustees 
without the approval of the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior. . . . 
SECTION SEVEN: In the leasing 
or sale of any tract of Indian 
land under this act within five 
(5) years of the date of approval 
of this act, any person on the 
date of approval of this act ow n­ 
ing substantial improvements on 
said tract under a permit issued 
1 by the Department of the Interior 
shall be given the privilege of 
m eeting the highest bid for said 
tract. The Secretary . . . shall 
have authority to determine ad­ 
> equacy of the terms of any lease, 
sale or other contract . . . Any 
determination made by the Sec­ 
retary . . . shall be final. 
SECTION EIGHT: (Unofficial 
but substantially as follows) 
The Secretary . . . is authorized 
to grant rights of w ay for any 
purpose whatsoever without the 
consent of the tribal committee 
or the Indian who owns an al- 


lottment. 
SECTION NINE: The Secretary 
, . . shall prescribe such regula­ 
tions as he m ay deem advisable 
for the purposes within the pro­ 
visions of this act. Such regu­ 
lations m ay provide (a) for 
charging against the revenues 
derived from leases or sales of 
land executed under this act. . . . 
Clark, on the other hand, ex ­ 
temporizes 
Phillips’ 
proposed 
legislation as one of "the most 
vicious of any (bills) that has 
been sponsored or presented by 
the Indian Bureau within the 
i past decade in respect of these 
Indians.” 
He says the first section (one) 
is acceptable "as far as it goes— 
it does not go far enough." He 
contiues on the enforcement by 
the state in the sanitary aspect 
of the reservation. 
Clark's second cross-point with 
the congressman is that the zon­ 
ing power to be vested in the 
Secretary of the Interior "is a 
w holly unnecessary and danger­ 
ous experim ent.” He advocates 
the Indian council be permitted 
to exercise that power in the 
m anner they propose until it 
should appear some different 
plan would be better. 
He further feels that the ap­ 
pointm ent of trustees by the sec­ 
retary "in his uncontrolled dis­ 
cretion is unnecessary, unfair 
and a dangerous experiment," 
substituting that the tribal com ­ 
m ittee is fully capable of m an­ 
aging the unallotted lands with 
"a trustee of their own choice.” 
Clak's next point is that the 
delegation of the power to de­ 
term ine the competency of any 
Indian to the secretary solely 
would lead to political patronage 
by the hoard of trustees ap­ 
pointed and he feels an Indian’s 
competency should he deter­ 
mined only by judicial proceed­ 
ings. 
Lease terms, Clark says, should 
not be necessarily set by the sec­ 
retary since he is of the opinion 
the Indians would be thereby 
handicapped in their competition 
with the white man by lim iting 
the period for which the Indian 
m ay lease his land. He brings 
out in his proposed legislation 
that any sale of the Indians' land 
without their consent would be 
a gross fraud and that expenses 
not approve by the Indian should 
not be borne by them. 
Clark's clinching argument is 
that the Indians were not con­ 
sulted or informed as to the pro­ 
posed bill. H.R. 4616 and he states 
"the conditon of the Indians at 
Palm Springs is one of deplor­ 
able poverty, neglect, and abuse, 
under the adm inistration of their 
affairs by the Indian Bureau." 
In nam ing some of the methods 
by which the Agua Caliente 
Indians have been restricted lo­ 
cally Clark offers the following:
